MEYER RELEASES JUDGE'S DECISION . . . 
Ruling On Border Feud 
Favorable To Nebraska

The 
eight-year-old

feud between Nebraska and 
Iowa entered its final phase 
Thursday as a special master 
appointed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
in 
favor 
of 


Nebraska. . 


U.S. Senior District Judge 


Joseph P. Willson's decision, 
which was announced at a 
press conference called by At- 
torney General Clarence A. H. 
Meyer, held that Iowa violated 
the" 
1943 
Boundary 
Com- 


pact. 


The decision, however, may 


stili be appealed to t h e U.S. 
Supreme Court. Meyer said he 
doubted the high court would 
overturn the special master's 
decision. 


The issue at stake in the suit 


is whether after 
an 
area 


originally 
within 
Nebraska 


boundaries which later was on 
the Iowa side of the river due 
to a c h a n g e in the river's 


course, was the property of the 
original owner or whether it 
belonged to Iowa. 


In his conclusion, Willson, the 


third special master to handle 
the case, concluded that "a ti- 
tle good in Nebraska... is now 
a title good in Iowa. However, 
that parcel of land when ceded 
to Iowa is subject to the real 
property laws of Iowa. It is 
only the title which Iowa must 
recognize under the compact 
and which takes precedence 
over her common law doc- 
trine." 


The decision holds that. the 


original owner has title to the 
land, but the Nebraska law of 
accretion does not hold within 
the 
territorial 
limits 
o f 


Iowa. 


Nebraska law says the pro- 


perty owner is entitled to addi- 
tional land built up by accre- 
tion along the Missouri River, 
while Iowa reserves such land 
to the state. 


Meyer noted, however, that 


"the decision does not set the 


boundaries; it provides a basis 
for 
a permanent 
boundary 


agreement. 


"Ownership will in fact affect 


the eventual boundary deci- 
sions."

$7.5 million and involves 14,000

when the Iowa Conservation 
Commission claimed the areas 
for the state without reim- 
bursement t o N e b r a s k a n s 
owning the property.

Indochina by spring 
if all 


American prisoners of war are 
released. 


Senate Democratic 
leader 


Mike Mansfield's amendment 
setting a six-month timetable 
for withdrawal and release of 
U.S. prisoners was adopted 57 
to 38 as a rider to a $21 billion 
weapons bill. That bill will be 
returned to the House, which 
has refused so far to impose 
any restrictions on President 
Nixon's Vietnam policies. 


"It 
is 
hereby 
declared." 


reads the amendment, "to be 
the policy of the United States 
to terminate at the earliest 
practicable date all military 
operations of the United States 
in Indochina and to provide for 
the 
prompt 
and 
orderly 


withdrawal of all United States 
military forces not later than 
six months after the date of 
enactment of this section sub- 
ject to release of all American 
prisoners of war held by the 
government of North Vietnam 
and forces allied with such 
government." 


Another Lost In House 


A similar measure passed the 


Senate 57 to 42 on June 22 as a 
rider to the draft bill, but later 


—after a 219-176 House vote 
against it — was expunged in a 
Senate-House conference. 


Opponents of the amendment 


predicted the same thing would 
happen when the procurement 
bill is sent Lo conference to 
draft a compromise with the 
House version which contains 
no restriction on Vietnam. 


Mansfield, 
however, 
said, 


"All we can do is try." 


Passage of the amendment 


followed three hours of shouted 
exchanges across the center 
aisle and public confessions of 
guilt for the war and its 
casualties. 


"We are all to blame," said 


Sen. John Pastore, D-R. I. "but 
this is the last clear chance we 
have 
to 
stop 
this 
tragic 


war." 


'We've Got To Face It' 


Mansfield said he was not 


trying to usurp the President's 
powers as commander in chief, 
but to remove ''this albatross 


from around his neck. We've 
got to face up to this issue and 
face up to it again and again 
and again." 


Administration b a c k e r s 


charged that Democrats were 
trying to c a s h in on Nixon's 
success in cutting U.S. troop 
commitments to Vietnam in 
half. 


Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., the 


GOP national chairman, said 
the same mfrn who voted for 
the "declaration of war" 
in 


1964 now wanted a "declaration 
of peace" in Vietnam. 


That brought Mansfield out of 


his chair, slashing with his 
right arm. 


"I object,", he said. 
"The 


senator from Kansas may have 
voted for a declaration of war 
but the senator from Montana 
did not. The Gulf of Tonkin 
Resolution was not a declara- 
tion of war." 


"It's time Congress shared 


some of the blame," Dole 
replied.

Eagieton, D-Mo., to stop the 
Army from buying six pro- 
totypes of the XM803 main 
battle tank.

Costs Time, Money

When a student or faculty member calls 


for a book at the Universit/ of Nebraska's 
Love Memorial Library these days, it may 
not be there. 


But the book may not be checked out to 


someone else, either. 


The volume may be one of the 250,000 


(one-fourth of the total collection) that must 
be stored elsewhere on the campus because 
Love Library is not big enough. 


"The seriousness of the problem can't be 


overemphasized," said John Heussman, who 
has been director of university libraries since 
late last summer. 


Costs Time. Money 


Not only is it inconvenient and frustrating 


for students and faculty members to wait for 
books to be retrieved from shelves in other 
parts of the campus, but it also costs time 
and money to move them there, find them 
when they are needed and then move them 
back, Heussman said. 


The result, library officials say, is t h a t 


many students who cannot be easily served 
simply don't try anymore. 


"We have long since reached the point 


when students are staying away," said Eugene 
Johnson, associate libraries director. 


As a "stopgap" measure, the university 


a year ago opened an "undergraduate library1' 
in Nebraska Hall, and it is now stocked with 
about 50,000 volumes. 


Tour That Facility 


During orientation week, freshmen tour that 


facility instead of Love Library, a factor which 
may account for the near-doubling in utilization 
at the undergrad library this year. 


The $6.5 million plan for an addition to 


Love called for one entire floor for use as 
an undergraduate facility, hut when the plan 
was scaled down to $3.2 million, two doors 
of the proposed addition were lopped off. One 
of them woi'ld have been the undergraduate 
library. 


Assuming 
the 
Legislature 
appropriates 


funds next year to build the smaller addition, 
most of the space will go for book storage 
and offices, freeing room in the present building 
for student use and relieving crowded office 
conditions. 


Maintain Nebraska Hall 


Present plans are to maintain the Nebraska 


Hall library, which is close to the newer 
dormitory complexes. 


In the meantime, university librarians con- 


tinue to shuffle books to and fro — 53.000 
were moved out of Love during the summer 
alone. 


At an acquisition rate of 75,000 books a 


year, "we will fill every shelf (on the campus) 
in early 1973," said Johnson. But even if the 
1372 Legislature does appropriate the construc- 
tion funds, ''we certainly won't have the new 
building" by the time shelf-space runs out, 
he added. 


Goal 
for 
the 
library, 
according 
t o 


Heussman, is to move it to the top of the 
Big 8. In terms of the number of volumes 
and the percentage of monetary support, it 
ranks about fifth now, he said. 


Don't Match Up 


"We don't by comparision match up very 


well." Heussman said. 


"Books 
are 
a 
repository of h u m a n 


knowledge to be drawn upon." said Howard 


Norland, chairman of the university student- 
faculty library committee. And the books are 
needed, he said, for both student educational 
efforts and faculty research. 


Without a good research facility, he added, 


the state is at a disadvantage with other states 
in attempts to attract business and industry. 


"Business tends to go where there is good 


research," he said- 


Improvement in the library's physical plant 


and materials has been a top priority of the 
university community for years. 


Heads The List 


A capital construction appropriation for the 


•addition heads the regents' list of requests, 
and student surveys have shown it ranks high 
with them. 


Faculty members have complained of lack 


of facilities and materials for years, as well. 


"We cannot have a first-class university 


unless we have a first-class library," said 
Norland.

When a stu dent or facu lty member calls 
for a book at the Univ ersity of Nebraska’s 
Lov e Memorial Library these day s, it may 
not be there. 
Bu t the book may not be checked ou t to 
someone else, either. 
The v olu me may be one of the 25 0,000 
(one-fou rth of the total collection) that mu st 
be stored elsewhere on the campu s becau se 
Lov e Library is not big enou gh. 
“The seriou sness of the problem can’t be 
ov eremphasized," said John Heu ssman, who 
has been director of u niv ersity libraries since 
late last su mmer. 
Costs Time, Money 
Not only is it inconv enient and fru strating 
for stu dents and facu lty members to wait for 
books to be retriev ed from shelv es in other 
parts of the campu s, bu t it also costs time 
and money to mov e them there, find them 
when they are needed and then mov e them 
back, Heu ssman said. 
The resu lt, library officials say , is t h a t 
many stu dents who cannot be easily serv ed 
simply don’t try any more. 
“ We hav e long since reached the point 
when stu dents are stay ing away ,” said Eu gene 
Johnson, associate libraries director. 
As a “ stopgap” measu re, the u niv ersity 
a y ear ago opened an “ u ndergradu ate library ” 
in Nebraska Hall, and it is now stocked with 
abou t 5 0,000 v olu mes. 
Tou r That Facility 
Du ring orientation week, freshmen tou r that 
facility instead of Lov e Library , a factor which 
may accou nt for the near-dou bling in u tilization 
at the u ndergrad library this y ear. 
The $6.5 million plan for an addition to 
Lov e called for one entire floor for u se as 
an u ndergradu ate facility , bu t when the plan 
was sealed down to $3.2 million, two floors 
of the proposed addition were lopped off. One 
of them wou ld hav e been the u ndergradu ate 
library . 
Assu ming 
the 
Legislatu re 
appropriates 
fu nds nex t y ear to bu ild the sm aller addition, 
most of the space will go for book storage 
and offices, treeing room in the present bu ilding 
for stu dent u se and reliev ing crowded office 
conditions. 
Maintain Nebraska Hall 
Present plans are to maintain the Nebraska 
Hall library , 
which is close to the newer 
dormitory complex es. 


In the meantim e, u niv ersity librarians con­ 
tinu e to shu ffle books to and fro — 5 3.000 
were mov ed ou t of Lov e du ring the su mmer 
alone. 
At an acqu isition rate of 75 .000 books a 
y ear, “we will fill ev ery shelf (on the campu s) 
in early 1973,” said Johnson. Bu t ev en if the 
1972 Legislatu re does appropriate the constru c­ 
tion fu nds, “ we certainly won’t hav e the new 
bu ilding” by the time shelf-space ru ns ou t, 
he added. 
Goal 
for 
the 
library , 
according 
t o 
Heu ssman, is to mov e it to the top of the 
Big 8 . In term s of the nu mber of v olu mes 
and the percentage of monetary su pport, it 
ranks abou t fifth now, he said. 
Don’t Match Up 
“ We don't by com parison match u p v ery 
well,” Heu ssman said. 
“ Books 
are 
a 
repository 
of 
h u m a n 
knowledge to be drawn u pon,” said Howard 


Norland, chairm an of the u niv ersity stu dent- 
facu lty library committee. And the books are 
needed, he said, for both stu dent edu cational 
efforts and facu lty research. 
Withou t a good research facility , he added, 
the state is at a disadv antage with other states 
in attem pts to attract bu siness and indu stry . 
“ Bu siness tends to go where there is good 
research,” he said 
Improv ement in the library ’s phy sical plant 
and materials has been a top priority ot the 
u niv ersity commu nity for y ears. 
Heads The List 
A capital constru ction appropriation for the 
•addition heads the regents’ list of requ ests, 
and stu dent su rv ey s hav e shown it ranks high 
with them. 
Facu lty members hav e complained of lack 
of facilities and materials for y ears, as well. 
“ We cannot hav e a first-class u niv ersity 
u nless we hav e a first-class library ,” said 
Norland.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


President Nixon may be winning his economic fight in 


the one place a victory was considered to be the hardest. 
At the International Monetary Fund meeting in Washington 
this week, indications are that nations may ultimately approve 
a new form of international currency. 


This would relieve the U.S. dollar of the pressures put 


upon it as the anchor of international exchange and the source 
of foreign reserves. Thus, the dollar woud be free to fluctuate 
in value more in keeping with the demands of our local economy 
and in harmony with fiscal affairs of other nations. 


But the situation on the home front is not so encoura- 


ging.There is relatively widespread agreement with the domestic 
wage and price freeze at this time but only because most 
people greatly welcomed any action at all that had a hope 
of limiting inflation. 


* 
In the middle of November, the President will announce 


a new program and even before that dale, various interests 
are making their position clear. What was accepted for a 
limited period from August to November may well be turned 
down as a permanent program by a lot of people. 


Labor is clearly saying that the President's program is 


the old trickle-down theory of the 19th Century. His tax proposals, 
says labor, are the biggest bonanza for industry in history 
and would add only further inequity to the system for low 
and middle income workers. 


There are other areas where the economy is not doing 


so well. Administration spokesman, in testimony before Congress, 
have cited a possible budget deficit for the federal government of 
$27 billion to S28 billion for fiscal 1972. 


That is one fantastic amount of money in anybody's league 


and a deficit of such proportions would surely be a damaging 
blow to the stability of the economy. This week, the Senate 
gave preliminary approval to a $21 billion military procurement 
bill. 


* 
But the Senate Armed Services Committee, in recently 


reporting the bill to the floor, noted that at present cost 
trends, such an appropriations, rate may soon be insufficient. 
The committee seemed to be genuinely concerned that the nation 
faces a difficult time just being able to afford to equip its 
armed forces. 


•'It, is striking," said the committee, "that fighter aircraft 


now being developed for procurement in the mid-1970's will 
cost five to six times more than comparable aircraft at the 
beginning of the 1960's. The cost of tanks is increasing over 
fourfold during the 1965-75 decade. 


"A burst of .50-caliber machine-gun fire, our primary air-to- 


air munition until the end of the Korean war, costs about 
S20; we now are developing the tactical air-to-air munitions 
costing several hundred thousand dollars per pound. 


The committee report cited three major factors for the 


rising cost of maintaining an adequate defense — manpower 
cost growth, inadequate contributions of the NATO allies and 
"above all, the high cost and low effectiveness of new weapon 
systems." 


* 
While a share of federal money problems can be attributed 


to congrssional appropriations beyond administration requests, 
the basic problem remains one of administration inability to 
balance income and expenses. 


That is an old story, of course, and not unique to any 


political party but it always hurts the party in power in 
the White House at election time. It will be the fiscal 1972 
spending program that will be in contention in the fall election 
of that year. 


In the minds of some, it might be the best thing that 


ever happened if we finally found ourselves no longer able 
to afford the tools of war but the great majority of people 
would view this as the disaster that it would be. 


Armaments or defense, of course, would never be eliminated 


as they carry a No. 1 priority but the staggering rise in 
costs there can play havoc with other elements of the economy. 
Nixon is said to be winning a battle with Congress on the 
procurement bill but it could be a costly victory.

Stalemate On Gold Price 
Could Bring On Recession 


WASHINGTON — Pressure is 


mounting on the Nixon ad- 
ministration 
to devalue the 


dollar by an increase in the 
price of gold. So far Treasury- 
Secretary John B. Connally is 
resisting. But a rising chorus of 
economists warn that unless 
the deadlock over the dollar is 
broken soon, a global recession 
cannot be ruled out. 


P o l i t i c a l 
rather 
than 


philosophical objections seems 
to be behind continued U.S. 
reluctance to raise the gold 
price. President Nixon, like his 
predecessors in office, sees any 
change in the price of gold as a 
confession of U.S. weakness 
and an 
admission 
of bad 


management. 
Moreover, 
a 


higher gold price might enrich 
the speculators and gold pro- 
ducers, 
principally 
S o u t h 


Africa and the Soviet Union, 
without 
solving 
the fun- 


damental problem of dollar 
outtiows. 


But Business Week points out 


that a 10 per cent increase — 
bringing the price of gold to 
$38.50 an ounce — would leave 
the official price still substan- 
tially under the free market 
price, currently over $40 on the 
London market. "That would 
produce 
no 
bonanza 
for 


speculators," states Business 
Week, "but it would generate a 
modest profit for every nation 
that is holding gold as part of 
its monetary reserves." 
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The $35 an ounce gold price 


agreed to at Bretton Woods a 
generation ago made sense 
only because the United States 
at "that time had accumulated 
almost all of the world's gold. 
And in the wake of World War 
II, the U.S dollar was un- 
deniably the world's strongest 
currency. 


Over 
Uie 
years, 
foreign 


governments have been ac- 
cumulating 
d o l l a r s and 


America's gold stock has been 
dwindling. Total 
U.jp 
gold 


reserves at the end of August 
totaled $10.2 billion. Foreign 
governments alone hold about 
30 billion U.S. dollars as a 
potential claim on that gold 
s u p p l y . 
U n d er 
t h e 


circumstances President Nixon 
had no choice but to close the 
gold window as part of his Aug. 
15 new economic policy. 


The argument can be made 


that the United States should 
have increased the 
official 


price of gold years ago before a 
crisis situation developed. The 
Federal Reserve bank of St. 
Louis comments: "Now that 
total . . . dollar claims are 
more than three times as large 
as our gold stock, the required 
threefold increase in the price 
of gold is beyond reasonable 
probability of adoption."

ministration cames around to 
the view that the post-Au-g. 15 
jumble of day-to-day exchange- 
rate quotations is unworkable, 
it will have to worry about 
congressional reaction to official 
devaluation. The Gold Re-serve 
Act of 1934 can be read in such a 
way as to permit the President 
to raise the price of gold 
without congressional authority.

Going to C o n g r e s s for 


authority could provoke >a bitter 
and partisan debate on the eve 
of an election year. Hobart 
Rowen of the Washington Post 
has noted: "There is no more 
emotionally charged subject in 
t h i s international monetary 
business than gold, especially 
the price of gold." But the risk 
may have to be taken if it ap- 
pears the price of inaction is a 
world recession.

Labor Eyes Jackson 


Delegates to the AFL-CIO state convention 


went to North Platte convinced that President 
Nixon's economic p r o g r a m discriminates 
against the working man and nothing they 
heard during the three-day session altered 
the anger and frustration felt with Nixon's 
Phase One and the apprehension toward what 
will happen with Phase Two. 


Labor's rank-and-file, as most others in 


the nation, experienced a sense of relief when 
the President announced his plan in August. 
The President at least was doing something. 
Bui that relief soon turned to bitterness and 
that was the mood of the convention- Nixon 
should — and hopefully will-understand what, 
is happening at such gatherings of labor 
representatives. If changes are not made in 
Phase Two and the new economics won't 
work for one major segment of the economy, 
the plan will probably not work at all. 


Politics played a major role at the North 


Platte meeting, too. Although Republicans 
were as scarce as their party symbol, the 
elephant, Democrats kept in touch. Sen. Fred 
Harris had to cancel an appearance, but sent 


a telegram of greetings. So did Sen. Ed 
Muskie. Gen, George McGo\ern sent a short 
message by wire and labor's old favorite, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey delivered one of thooe 
"we've traveled 
down this road together 


before" recorded speeches. But one presiden- 
tial hopeful, although undeclared at present, 
came away a winner — the only national 
contender to address the convention, Sen. 
Henry Jackson of Washington. 


Jackson may say he is yet undecided, but 


it looks like a cinch he will run. The reception 
given him by the delegates to the state AFL- 
CIO convention must have given him a great 
deal of encouragement. 


Jackson's romance with national labor- is 


nothing new. but this was his first real ex- 
posure in Nebraska. Jackson's appeal is not 
exclusively to labor, however. He has a 
posture in domestic and foreign affairs that 
is acceptable to many • ' t r a d i t i o n a l ' ' 
Democrats. With his first major appearance 
in Nebraska as a shadow candidate under 
his belt, it can be suggested that Jackson 
might find fertile political fields here. 


Safety Experts Overruled 


It was not a reversal of form when the 


Transportation Dept. Wednesday g a v e U.S. 
automakers an extra two years to install 
life-saving "passive restraint" systems, such 
as air bags, in their new-model cars. 


Transportation 
Secretary 
John 
Volpe's 


order represented the fourth time the govern- 
ment has pushed back the effective date for 
a safety standard requiring that a driver 
or passenger must be able to survive a front 
end crash at 30 miles an hour. Under the 
order, air bags, or systems similarly effective, 
must be standard equipment for front and 
back seats in all 1976 model cars. An original 
recommendation had them compulsory as of 
Jan. 1. 1972, but a later DOT order modified 
the requirement to front seats only for 1974 
models. Also under the new ruling, manufac- 
turers have the option of providing either air 
bag types of restraints or automatic seat-belt 
ignition-interlock systems at the front seat 
positions. 


Critics of the new time extension, such 


as consumer advocate Ralph Nader, say that 
the government gave in under pressure by 
automakers to the detriment of American 
motorists. Nader says he will challenge the 
ruling in court. Manufacturers argue that as 
earlier deadline cannot be met because it 
would strain production facilities. 


But it seems to be a concensus of opinion 


that passive restraint systems are, as national 
traffic safety administrator Douglas Toms 
says, ''the most important breakthrough in 
auto safety in our time . . . ' 


The truth of the matter probably is that 


although "production problems" is a tenable 
argument in the short-run, automakers would 
ask for a 10 or 20-year deadline if they 
thought they could get away with it. And 
under a Nixon administration, they might. 
Since the cost of impact-absorbing systems 
will be picked up by the purchaser anyway, 
people have a right to expect that the safety 
devices would be installed at the earliest 
possible time. 


Last weekend my family and

poison ivy plants were turning 
red. (There's even beauty in 
those, as long as you look and 
don't touch). 


The sumac 
was a 
deep 


scarlet, inviting boyhood prac- 
tices of pressing 
countless 


leaves in 
the 
family 
dic- 


tionary. 


We picked a camping spot in 


the pines, away from the not- 
so-inviting s a n d b u r r s that 
flouish where the sun saturates 
the landscape, and away from 
the poison ivy. 


Unfortunately, 
what 
w e 


couldn't get away from were 
the signs that man doesn't care 
much about leaving to nature 
as much identity as s h e can 
muster 
and 
keep 
for 
her 


own—the pop-top rings from 
soda cans just didn't add that 
much to the surroundings. 


Somehow it ruins a bit of the 


enjoyment of the "great out- 
doors" when the ground around 
your picnic table is paved with 
pop-top rings and cigarette 
filters. 


And I'm both saddened and 


angered every time I come 
across a bit of discarded trash 
littering the nation's landscape. 


What we saw on the ground 


at the Halsey forest brought 
back some memories I can't 
erase of other trips into the out- 
of-doors. 


A couple of years ago, for 


example, my wife and I hiked 
halfway around what must be 
one of the most beautiful little 
lakes in the world. 


Moraine Lake, it's called, 


and it's nestled in the Valley of 
the Ten Peaks near Banff right 
on 
the 
Continental 
Divide 


between Alberta 
and British 


Columbia. 


Most of the tourists were up 


the road 
at 
famous Lake 


Louise, ignoring the clear icy 
waters of Moraine Lake as they 
come out of the glaciers of the 
Canadian Rockies. 


But the path around that lake 


was littered with bits of paper 
and other trash that people 
couldn't stuff into pocket or 
purse just for that one-hour 
hike. 


Farther north, 
along the 


Banff-Jasper 
Highway, 
we 


found the same kind of trash on 
a short hike that took us above 
the tree line. 


I picked up each of the pop- 


top rings I saw last week at 
Halsey, all the while wondering 
why 'it wouldn't have been 
easier for someone to drop it 
into the can after he had open- 
ed it. 


But my wondering didn't stop 


there. Why was it so difficult to 
use a can opener to open cans a 
few years back before some 
designer got the bright idea of 
pop-topping everything

I can't help thinking that 


sometime we're going to have 


to turn things around a little bit 
and decide we ought to con- 
serve a resource here and 
there. 


But we don't seem much 


willing to do that. 


Oh, yeah, a few of us have 


started up ecological clubs and 
such, and advertisers have ex- 
ploited the ecological fad to the 
hilt. 


But I still don't think we're 


very serious about it — not "we 
the people," that is. 


We've not made the kind of 


priority decisions yet that we 
ought to be facing in the area 
of the physical 
environment, 


like we've not made the kind of 
decisions we are going to have 
to face in other critical aspects 
of American life — housing, 
economic 
opportunity, race, 


poverty, peace. 


I'm not sure what it's going 


to take, either, before we 
realize that although we have 
the most affluent society in the 
world, there are some other 
important things we don't yet 
have. 


It surely doesn't hurt, 
of 


course, 
to 
have 
ecological 


organizations 
and 
p e a c e 


organizations 
and charitable 


organizations. 


And it'll help to have scien- 


tists 
willing to search for 


answers ti> difficult questions, 
and elected officials willing to 
faciliate change. 


But it's still going to take a 


massive commitment from the 
people of this country — and 
other countries —to some fun- 
damental changes in thinking. 


And that is going to take in- 


convenience, 
sacrifice, 
tax 


dollars, courage. 


It will take a lot more than 


the willingness to plunk a metal 
ring back into a pop can — but 
that might be a start.

Mosf Prison Guards Much Malignedr Underpaid; 


Their Own Fears Make Them 'The Other Prisoners' 


NEW YORK — Like 
the 


policeman, the prison guard is 
a 
much-maligned man. To 


prisoners, they are all '"pigs", 
to many others they represent 
everything 
brutal 
and 
in- 


sensitive in American society. 
No doubt that view is war- 
ranted, in many cases; but as a 
general indictment it is grossly 
unfair. 


As a result of the uprising at 


Attica, and the bloody crushing 
of it, the prison guard is at the 
moment more in the public eye 
than ever 
before. 


Actually, the worst faults of 


the Attica prison can hardly be 
laid to its guards; at worst, 
they are the instruments of an 
inhuman system, and at best- 
as many showed in the af- 
termath of the uprising — they 
may understand more of the 
prisoner's grim plight than do 
high state officials. 


•& 
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In the first place, neither at 


Attica 
nor 
elsewhere 
are 


guards well-trained for their 
demanding, d i f f i c u l t and 
dangerous jobs. To refer to 
these men as ''corrections of- 
ficers" 
is 
an 
exercise 
in 


euphemism. Mosf. qualify for 
their positions by passing a 


civil service examination and a 
physical, not by going through 
even as much training as most 
city policemen receive. 


Statistics show that 
most 


guards have a low level of 
general education, with 16 per 
cent of them not having com- 
pleted high school. They are 
paid commensurately, with 79 
per cent earning less 
than 


S8.000 a year. Thus, it is too 
much to expect that many of 
these 
men 
will 
have 
a 


sophisticated understanding of 
social issues, or that 
their 


handling 
of 
prisoners 
will 


reflect sensitive psychological 
approaches. 
Society 
j u s t 


doesn't seek out men of those 
qualities 
to 
g u a r d 
its 


prisoners. 


Moreover, the prison guard's 


job is highly dangerous and 
many 
of 
these 
men 
— 


particularly in a time like the 
present, 
when 
t h e r e 
is 


widespread unrest a m o n g 
prisoners — spend their work- 
ing 
days 
and 
nights 
in 


something near terror. They 
know that prisoners almost 
anywhere, if led by determined 
men, 
can stage the kind of 


revolt that erupted at Attica; 
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so guards are constantly sub- 
ject to being held hostage, as 
well as to the hourly dangers of 
working among desperate and 
hostile men. 


At the same time, of course, 


prisoners are substantially in 
the power of guards at most 
times, and since many guards 
are insensitive and brutal, the 
prisoners, too, live in fear. Men 
who fear other men usually 
came to hate them, so in these 
vast and gloomy fortresses, 
where everything is 
largely 


hidden from the public, fear and 
hatred 
mount 
in an 
'«er- 


tightening circle. This hideous 
atmosphere can 
almost 
be 


touched and felt, as if it were 
tangible, in many prisons. 


So, as a Utah state prison 


guard told Wallace Turner of 
the New York 
Times, 
the 


guards are in jail with the 
prisoners. It is a situation that 
is always ripe for violence; and 
when, as at Attica, there is also 
present in its most virulent 
form the racial animosity that 
so divides American 
society 


today, these prisons are little 
more than explosives waiting to 
be set off. 


Moreover, 
ample 
history 


from the earliest times shows 
that 
a 
master-slave 
rela- 


tionship is more corrupting for 
the master than for the slave. 
To have absolute power over 
another human being can bring 
out the worst in a man — just 


as, in some cases, abject slaves 
have been known to rise to 
heights 
of 
character 
and 


nobility. When guards 
have 


nagging fears from their own 
safety, when they are irritated 
and frustrated by the condi- 
tions in which they work, when 
they find prisoners in their 
power, with no one to see—in 
such cases, even good family 
men and church-goers can be 
corrupted 
into p h y s i c a l 


brutality. 


None of this is meant to sug- 


gest that 
guards 
have 
no 


personal moral responsibility 
for their own conduct; nor -is it 
meant as a justification for the 
excesses that some observers 
and prisoners allege New York 
State guards even now are 
visiting upon the recaptured 
Attica rebels. 


But if American society is 


going to tolerate a 
prison 


system designed primarily to 
cage animals, and if the men 
who operate it are going to be 
recruited 
from 
the 
lowest 


educational levels, paid 
the 


m i n i m u m , a n d p i t t e d 
physically against the inmates 
in Darwinian 
struggle 
for 


survival, then nobody should 
expect much in the way of 
"corrections" or 
"rehabilita- 


tion." 


We get from our guards, that 


is, just about what we ask and 
just about what we pay for.

Three More Inmates Jo Be Released Under Bad Check Law

Three penal complex inmates 


will be paroled shortly bringing 
the total to seven inmates 
released' under the state's 
revised "bad-check" law, and 
the possibility of parole also 
exists currently for 12 more 
inmates, according to John B. 
G r e e n h o l t z , 
P a r o l e 


Administration chairman. 


The 
paroles 
were 
made 


possible by a 1971 law which 
changed 
the 
dividing 
line 


between 
misdemeanors 
and 


felonies from $35 to $75. LB427 
sponsored by Scottsbluff Sen. 
Terry Crapenter and Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh, provides 
that first offenders issuing in- 


sufficient or no-fund checks for 
less than $75 be fined and im- 
prisoned no more than six 
months in the county jail. 


However, Greenholtz said it 


should be noted that the law 
applies only to insufficient and 
no-fund checks and does not 
cover 
forgeries or 
credit 


cards. 


The old statute had pro- 


visions for a fine and im- 
prisonment in the penal com- 
plex of not less than one year 
nor more than ten. 


Greenholtz said eligible in- 


mates convicted under the old 
law are being paroled on the 
basis of the retroactive intent 
of DeCamp's resolution. 


The resolution reads, "the 


board shall give special study 
to this case toward giving 
retroactive effect to LB427." 


But so far no sentences have 


been commuted. 


" W e 
( t h e 
P a r o l e 


Administration) can't commute 
the sentences of the men con- 
victed under the old law," 
Greenholtz said, "however, we 
have submitted a list of eligible 
inmates 
to 
the 
Pardons 


Board. 


Not Seen Fit 


"So far the Pardons Boards 


has not seen fit to commute 


any sentences due to prior 
records, detainers and the 
like." 


"We cannot circumvent the 


court's intention," he said, 
"Parole and pardons are earn- 
ed privileges, not rights." 


The new law has raised the 


hopes of about 200 "bad-check" 
convicts and has caused some 
problems, Greenholtz said. 


A particular problem, he 


noted, has arisen regarding the 
parole 
of 
these 
first 
of- 


fenders. 


In many instances, he said, 


an investigation reveals that 
the first offender 
wrote a 


number of insufficient or no- 
fund checks but was charged 
and convicted of only one. 


Wasn't Only One 


"One Douglas County man 


who is currently being con- 
sidered for parole," he said, 
"was sentenced for writing one 
$40 check that 
was 
bad. 


However, after looking into his 
record we found that it wasn't 
the only one. 


"He had written a total of 64 


bad checks worth $1,658.44, but 
he was charged! and sentenced 
for only the $40 check." 


Greenholtz said in spite of the 


fact that the man is eligible for 
parole as a first offender, the 
Parole Board's decision is ef- 
fected by whether or not he is a 
multiple offender. 


In paroling a "compulsive" 


offender, Greenholtz said, the 
likelihood is great that he will 
soon be back in prison on the 
same charge.

Nations. 


Bunche has been seriously ill 


for many months, suffering 
from complications of many 
ailments — kidney malfunction, 
diabetes, heart /disease and 
most recently, the aft&r effects 
of a fall from bed in which he 
broke his right arm. 


He 
entered 
New 
York 


Hospital most recently last 
May, w a s discharged l a s t 
Saturday but re-entered t h e 
hospital Thursday. 


The retirement became ef- 


fective in June but was not an- 
nounced at the time. Secretary 
General 
Thant 
hoped that 


Bunche would recover and be 
able to return to. his duties. 


But it became evident that 


there was little chance of this 
happening. It also was felt that 
to preserve Bunche's pension 
rights he should be retired. 


Mediator In Mideast 


Bunche was a prominent 


participant in many efforts by 
the United Nations to restore 
and preserve world peace. In 
September 1949. he succeeded 
Count Foike Bernadottc, the 
United Nations mediator who 
was 
a s s a s s i n a t e d in 


Jerusalem. 


Bunche assumed the job of 


n e g o t i a t i n g 
a rmistice 


agreements between the new 
state of Israel and its Arab op- 
ponents in the 1948 war for in- 
dependence—Egypt, 
Jordan, 


Lebanon and Syria. 


He was the highest American

official in the United Nations, 
an intimate adviser to the 
secretary general. 


Dr. Bunche, a Negro, was not 


known 
for 
his

although he did speak out on 
many occasions and even join- 
ed a civil rights march in 
Selma, Ala., despite ill health 
at the time.

public knowledge, his son, 
Ralph Jr., was r e f u s e d 
membership in the West Side 
Tennis Club in Forest Hills,

Was In State Dept. 


Bunche served in the State 


Department, working on plans 
for the establishment of the 
United Nations in 1945. 


When he came to the United 


Nations a year later, it was to 
do trusteeship work, dealing 
with colonies and so-called 
dependent territories. 


In January, 1955, he became 


an 
undersecretary 
without 


specific responsibilities, which 
left him free for top-level trou- 
ble shooting, working under the 
direction of the 
secretary 


general. 


His career had a strong 


a c a d e m i c 
start. 
After 


graduating from the University 


of California at Los Angeles in 
1927 and completing his master 
of arts and doctorate of 
philosophy at Harvard in 1934, 
he taught in the 
political 


science department of Howard1 
University. 


Bunche, now 67, also col- 


laborated between 1938 and 
1940 with Gunnar Myrdal, the 
Swedish scholar, in the study 
(now classic) of the Negro 
question in America — "An 
American Dilemma." 


In the course of gathering 


research Bunche and Myrdal 
were chased across a con- 
siderable stretch of Alabama 
by an angry crowd of small- 
town whites.

Porter's earlier remarks that 
the Communists were "further 
from 
military victory than 


ever" in Indochina. 


Porter called for immediate 


negotiations on a cease-fire 
throughout Indochina and told 
newsmen when he emerged 
from the hitter, inconclusive 
130th negotiating session that 
the Communists "absolutely 
refused" to answer his offers. 


Sau said Nixon has sent 


'•thousands of U.S. troops, 
tanks and warplanes" to sup- 
port South Vietnamese troops 
along the Cambodian 
fron- 


tier. 


Le said when the President 


spoke 
with 
relatives 
o f 


American prisoners of war he 


used "fallacious words and 
calumny" by accusing 
the 


Communists of b e i n g

"barbarous people." 


'Stained With Blood' 


"Ever since he moved into 


the White House, President 
Nixon has been a man whose 
hands are stained with the 
blood of the Vietnamese, Lao- 
tian, Cambodian and American 
peoples," the Hanoi delegate 
said. 


"By pursuing his aggressive 


war and backing the traitor 
(South Vietnamese President) 
Nguyen Van Thieu, President 
Nixon is commiting acts of un- 
precedented barbarism in the

Porter urged the Communists 


to agree to an international in- 
spection of war prisoners of the 
internment in a neutral country 
of some of them held for a long 
time.

U.S., Russia Ink Accidental 
War Prevention Agreements 


Washington (UPI)—Secretary 


of State William P. Rogers and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko signed two agree- 
ments Thursday aimed at pre- 
venting accidental war. Both 
men cautioned during a brief 
S t a t e Dept. ceremony that 
much remained to be done on 
limiting strategic armaments. 


One agreement states that 


the two nations will improve 
safeguards over nuclear weap- 
ons to prevent accidental or 
unauthorized use. The other 
establishes a faster operating 
hot-line between Washington 
and Moscow.
